Hide in Grotto

With the" Canadians in Caen, 


July 11—(AP)—Canadian tioops 
heard today the story of how 500 
men, women and childicn of Caen 
lived in a damp grotto neatly 100 
feet underground for thice ag 
rng weeks piaying ceaselessly for 
liberation. 


Today I made the peiilous de- 


scent inlo this ancient quarry 
which had been abandoned for five 
centuries and found most of the 
shivering letugces still theie. They 
came mostly fiotn the worst-bdmb- 
cci paits of the city and the ma- 
jority were homeless. 


To leach the slibtei ranean haven 


you have to 'climb down tluee 
creaking ladders joined together 
in a crude, makeshift way. When 
.you reach the bottom you find 
yourself in a vast cathedral-like 
grotto where groups of refugees 
sit aiound candles and caibide 
lamps. 


The older people aie huddled in 


blankets but the childten walk 
about and as I stepped off the lad- 
der they singed forward in a glee- 
ul, shrieking mob. The piesence 
ot someone in allied uniform caus- 
ed a great stir in the huge and 
gloomy icticat.

in Chicago. 
Roosevelt is expect-

executive may let it be known 
that Wallace is his preference for 
a running mate, but that the con- 
vention is free to make its own 
choice. 


Four years ago he refused to 


accept renomination until Wallace 
was guaranteed second place. 


The 194-1 strategy emphasized a 


belief of many' Democrats that, 
with a presidential pat on the back 
Wallace will be left to fend for 
himself against a dozen other po- 
tential nominees. 


Looks Like Horso ICace • 


Thus it looks like a horse race, 


with Wallace in the pole position, 
for his backers claim he is assured 
of 319 of the 589 convention votes 
required for renomination.

Almost seven years ago my old- 
er hi other, Ed. married John's sis- 
ter, Monica, in Kansas City. John 
wasn't even in high school then.

spring Monica asked me if I had 
ever ocme across her "kid broth- 
er".

"He is in the navy and landed 


with a Navy beach party during 
the invasion of Sicily last July", 
she said. "He talked to some oth- 
er 
correspondents and 
learned 


you had landed with General Pat- 
ton or. t!io same .«t retch of JJC.TC.I, 
but wa.sn't. able to get m touch 
with you". 


When I went to England in May 
I still couldn't find him. 
Today I found him, over here. 
He was lying in plot B, row fi\e 
..rave 81, of the first American 
cemetery in France in World War 
II. 


Into the mount of earth was 
stuck a stake to which was wired 
his identifying 
"dogtag", and a 
withered Normandy rose left there 
by French peasants who have put 
a flower on each of 2.000 Ameri- 
can graves in the cemetery. 


The cemetery 
overlooks 
the 
stretch of beach 
on which 
John 


died on D-Day. 
A few hundred 
yards away is "a ruined SS-mm gun 
"which cou'ld have fired the shell 
that killed him. 
Walking in a heavy raio across 


a rutted beach I found 
a young 
radioman who told me about it. 
"Murph landed an hour after H- 
Hour", he said. "He was carry- 
ing a tommygun. He was a radio- 
man second class and in charge ot 
communications for his platoon. 
He soon 
nad 
the 
ship-to-shore 


radio working so the officers coulu 
direct the movement of troops anU 
materials ashore. 


"He had to keep moving because 
he was on the hottest section of 
the beach. It was almost covered 
with German 
SS shells, mortars 


and machinegun fire. 
"About 
7 o'clock 
that 
night 
Murph and his buddy. Radioman 
Third 
Class Lawrence .Meredith 


from Oklahoma 
City, and 
two 
other men were in a foxhole. An 
88 shell landed right in the fox- 
hole. 
Murph and Meredith were 


killed instantly. 
One of the other 
fellows was wounded but fourth 
man wasn't even hurt". 
In a one time German concrete 


bunker, i met Signalman Second 
Class George Lythgoc. Loogooteo, 
Ind., who told me more of John's 
last hours. 
Lythgoe said

Murph on the Sicily show. "I saw 
him just before he came ashore 
here.

American Association of Airport 
Executives yesterday Parks said 
that such a program" would mean 
that within 13. years there would 
be at least 5,000.000 personal air- 
planes in the United States. The 
program would cost the govern- 
ment approximately $1,500,000,- 
000. he added. 


The downtown parks, would av- 


erage five blocks in length by a 
block 
wide 
with 
underground 


hangars and would enable people 
to fly from their residential air- 
parks to work or to shop, he said. 
The residential airparks v.'ould be 
from SO to 100 acres in area and 
the flights of private planes would 
be 25 miles or less.
